She said that 
the kindergarten is hopeful 
that it will receive the extra 
portable classroom which it 
has requested. Two hundred 
and forty-five children are 
presently registered for: the 
75/76 kindergarten year. The 
kindergarten had originally 
hoped to reduce the existing 
pupil teacher ratio of 25:1 to 
20:1 with the acquisition of 
the portable. A reply had 
been received from the 
Department of Education, 
however, which was not too 
encouraging. Apparently a 
pupil teacher ratio of 25:1 is 
considered adequate anda 
lower ratio would be given a 
lesser priority for a portable. 

Trustee Sylvia Walsh sug- 
gested that the District No, 3 
board write to the Depart- 
ment of Education support- 
ing the kindergarten in its 
endeavour to reduce the 
pupil teacher ratio. This 
suggestion was agreed and 
made a motion.

Joint meeting told 
St. Albert needs study 
on sewer line impact 


Mr. Art Stapleton, mayor 
of Morinville, accompanied 
by representatives of the 
Morinville town council and 
the Thibeault School Board, 
were present at the commit- 
tee of the whole meeting on 
Monday night with hopes to 
reverse the St. Albert deci- 
sion not to permit Morinville 
to intercept St. Albert's 
sewer line. 

‘*We are very hopeful with 
our submission this even- 
ing,’’ Mr. Stapleton began, 
“that you might reconsider 
your latest decision to 
withold any agreement until 
a further study is done on the 
implications of the impact on 
the town of St. Albert by this 
sewer line being intercep- 
ted.”’ 

Mr. Stapleton said that the 
Morinville council feels the 
request for further study is 
redundant because ‘‘we feel 
your council, in its early 
stages of having this pipeline 
put in, was made well aware 
as to its capacity by the 
consulting engineers.’’ He 
noted that the town has a 
forecast of the future popu- 
lation of the town of St. 
Albert and he said that the 
studies which have already

OPEN AREA | 
Mr. R. Binette,, principal 
of Albert Lacombe School, 
was present at the meeting to 
discuss the open area at 
Albert Lacombe School whi- 
ch had been at the centre of 
some controversy.

Trustee Freeman 
asked her how she felt about 
the proposal. Mrs. Shell 
replied that she was delight- 
ed and she extended her 
thanks to the trustees.

‘*We are also asking you to 
re-examine a motion passed 
by council at an earlier date, 
that you would accept the 
sewer line intercepting your 
line,’’ Mayor Stapleton stat- 
ed.

Mr. Stapleton pointed out 
that the motion had been 
followed up by a letter from 
the town’s administrator, 
Mr. R. L. Byron, dated 
March 20. 


FEELS ST. ALBERT 
COMMITTED 


‘*We feel,’’ Mr. Stapleton 
continued, ‘‘that this was a 
commitment and we feel that 
the council of today should 
be morally obligated at least 


to honour this commitment. 
We do not feel that anything 
would be gained by further 
study. This study if it was 
implicated would take a con- 
siderable length of time and 
I'm sure you are well aware 
that time is not in our favour 
as far as construction is 
concerned because of the 
increased costs.” 

Mr. Stapleton pointed out 
that the development permit 
for the line is subject to 
conditions as outlined in a 
brief submitted by the town 
of St. Albert at a public 
hearing on July 5, 1973, and 
also the brief submitted by 
the town's engineers, Stan- 
ley Associates. He noted that 
in this brief it is stated that 
“this represents a very sub- 
stantial capital investment on 
the part of the town of St. 
Albert, but is also an 
indication in quantitive ter- 
ms, of the willingness of the 
town of St. Albert to recog- 
nize their regional envir- 
onmental responsibilities, 
and to co-operate with the 
MD of Sturgeon and the City 
of Edmonton in providing a 
waste water disposal system 
which is of possible ad-

Public hearing 
scheduled on 


bylaw amendment to 


create appeal board 


A public hearing will be 
held during the council 
meeting on June 2 when St. 
Albert’s zoning bylaw will be 
amended to include the 
Development Appeal Board, 
an impartial appointed body 
which will hear appeals 
regarding decisions of the 
development officer. 

In the past council has 
heard these appeals, for 
example when the develop- 
ment officer denies a permit 
for the construction of a 
garage because it is against 
zoning regulations and the 
property owner wishes to 
appeal. 

Town Administrator, Mr. 
R. L. Byron, explains that 
council sets the standards 
and conditions under which 
the residents of the com- 
munity are permitted to 
construct such an improve- 
ment. “‘If they are setting 
those standards,’’ Mr. Byron 
said, ‘‘it makes it very diffi- 
cult for them to set aside 
their role as legislators in 
determining what those st- 
andards should be, and then 
allowing by way of an 
appeal, a deviation from 
those standards.”’ 

Mr. Byron said the board 
will have council represen- 
tation on it along with two

other members. Councillor 
Throndson is the council 
appointee to the develop- 
ment appeal board and the 
other two representatives 
would be drawn from the 
population of the town. The 
appointments would be re. 
viewed each October. 

The board will hear from 
the party appealing the de- 
cision against their particular 
development and consider 
the circumstances. The de- 
velopment officer would also 
be heard from and the pro- 
ceedings will be handled on a 
quasi-judicial basis. 

A decision of,the De- 
velopment Appeal Board is 
appealable to the Supreme 
Court of Alberta. In the 
Board’s terms of reference in 
the bylaw, it is allowed to 
make minor variances from 
the zoning bylaw but not 
major variances which would 
defeat the purpose of the 
bylaw. 

Council is not allowed to 
permit the permanent use of 
land which is not in 


“agreement with the zoning 


bylaw. Under the bylaw, the 
board has the power to allow 
deviation from the zoning 
bylaw in certain cases but 
only on a conditional basis. 
Mr. Byron points out that 
adequate notice will be given 
by the board that an appeal is 
taking place so that those in 
the area where the develop- 
ment is to take place will 
have adequate opportunity to 
make representation at the 
same time as the appellant. 
There are about four 
appeals currently being held 
up and the date at which 
these will be heard is June 4.

Mr. Stapleton quoted from 
the submission of the town of 
St. Albert made at the same 
public hearing - ‘‘in approv- 
ing the project it was 
considered as a solution 
regionally rather than in a 
municipal sense, and this is 
evidenced by the fact that a 
policy has been established 
whereby anybody wishing to 
make use of the service may 
do so subject to the same 
levies and rates as are in 
existance for the residents of 
the town of St. Albert.’’ 


MORINVILLE IN BAD 
SITUATION 


Mr. Stapleton said that he 
wished to see the matter 
carry on without a long and 
drawn out study because of 
the bad situation facing 
Morinville from a sewage 
angle. The decree of the 
department of environment 
states that no further devel- 
opment shall take place until 
this agreement is formula- 
ted. There is further hard- 
ship on the education system 
in Morinville, the mayo 
noted. 

Mr. Stapleton pointed out 
that the areas where pro- 
posed new schools are to be 
built cannot be developed 
and registered (because of 
the decree of the department 
of environment) until an 
agreement is reached with 
the town of St. Albert on the 
sewage line interception. 


SCHOOL NEEDS PRESSING 


Mr. Norm Tretiak, super- 
intendent of the Thibeault 
School Board, pointed out 
that the board’s statement of 
need for a community core 
school has been approved in 
principle by the School 
Building Board, and that 
they desperately require the 
school. He explained that 
approval cannot be given 
until the sewage problem is 
resolved. 

‘The Thibeault Board is 
faced with an increase of 
about 100 students for Sep- 
tember of 1975,’’ Mr. Tretiak 


», stated, ‘‘and this is due to 
‘athe Forestland/Dixie devel- 


ent which is in the 
ss of completing 125 
.”’ He explained that 
the existing facilities are 
housed in an old convent and 
are inadequate - do not 
include a gymnasium or 
other facilities The E.C.S. 
and elementary students are 
housed currently in a build- 
ing which is on the verge of 
being condemned, Mr. Tre- 
tiak explained. ,;* 
With every day that the 
matter is postponed, he said,

the board may be forced into 
a more costly construction 
program and tlie new school 
is the only solution to the 
education needs of the com- 
munity. He felt that if the 
matter of the sewage was 
resolved immediately, a new 
school could commence con- 
struction in about two mon- 
ths. 

‘*Barring an early solution 
to the sewage question,’’ 
Mr. Tretiak said, ‘‘the board 
is faced with spending 
thousands of dollars in re- 
modelling facilities which 
must eventually be aban- 
doned anyway.”’ 

Mr. Tretiak asked the 
mayor and council of St. 
Albert to consider the situa- 
tion facing the town of 
Morinville in light of recent 
problems faced in the town of 
St. Albert which forced the 
closure of schools due to 
sewage problems. 


CONSULTANTS EXPLAIN 
SYSTEM PROBLEMS 


Mr. M. Prosko and Mr. N. 
Nuttal of Stanley and Asso- 
ciates were asked to come 
forward to outline some of 
the problems involved in the 
interception of the sewer 
line. 

Mr. Prosko stated that 
there are five elements to the 
sewer system. The first is the 
interceptor sewer which runs 
through town to the sewage 
pumping station (a design 
capacity of 124,000 equiva- 
lent population); second is 
the pumping station (with 
additional pumps could serve 
a population of 104,000); 
third is the forced main 
(serves a population of 
55,000 and with twinning it 
could accommodate up to 
110,000); fourth is the outfall 
main (equivalent population 
of 104,000); and fifth is the 
treatment facility (designed 
for 35,000 presently and with 
expansion could serve 105,- 
000). Mr. Prosco said that 
when the time comes he feels 
that the treatment facility 
could serve more than that. 

Mayor Plain noted that the 
immediate constraint on any 


short run use of the system is 
clearly the fact that the 
current capacity of the treat- 
ment facility is 35,000 
people. He asked if there 
were any estimates on initial 
capital costs if it was decided 
to proceed with increasing 
the capacity. Mr. Prosko felt 
that the cost estimated would 
be in the neighbourhood of 
$800,000 but pointed out that 
there may be some econo- 
mies which could he realized. 

Mayor Plain asked if there 
have been any studies as to 
the regional implications, 
Mr. Prosco responded that 
no study had been made 
regarding the regional impli- 
cation other than considera- 
tion of the region area 
immediately around St. Al- 
bert. 

Coun. Lukay asked how 
much time would be taken by 
a study regarding the re- 
gional implications of the 
facility and Mr. Prosko 
replied that the study’s 
duration would depend on 
the size of area to be 
included. 


MORINVILLE NOT 
SEEKING FREE RIDE 


Mayor Stapleton stated 
that he was not in a position 
to comment on the remarks 
made by the consultant 
engineer, but wished to 
make one point clear. He 
stressed that the community 
of Morinville was not looking 
for a free ride from St. Albert 
with regards to the sewage 
facility, and the community 
had all intentions of paying 
their share of costs and 
improvements. He noted that 
the matter would have to be 
reviewed on an annual basis 
with the increases in popula- 
tions in both areas. 

Mayor Stapleton was sure 
that if at any time a regional 
board was established there 
would be subsidization for- 
thcoming from the provincial 
authorities. He noted that 
the agreement, if reached, 
between the town of St. 
Albert and Morinville would 
constitute the beginnings of 
a regional board. 


Coun. Frank Lukay asked 
the approximate size of 
population which would be 
served in Morinville by such 
a interceptor line, Mayor 
Stapleton stated that the 
immediate needs (over the 
next three year period) would 
be for a population of about 
5,000 people. 


LONG TERM ASPECTS 
NEED EXAMINATION 


Mayor Plain stated that he 
was in sympathy with the 
situation faced by the town of 
Morinville but he noted that 
there were considerations 
which the town of St. Albert 
would be needing before a 
decision could be made, He 
felt that the long term 
aspects had to be examined. 
Mayor Plain noted that St. 
Albert has a present comm. 
itment for a population of 
27,400 through approved de- 
velopments. He noted that 
the sharing basis would leave 
St. Albert with 11 to Mor. 
inville’s 1 (based upon the 
population ratios). He said 
that there were a number of 
factors which would come to 
bear upon the decision to 
include other municipalities 
within the system. 

Coun. Breadner noted that 
all implications had to be 
examined and the matter had 
not been given fair coverage 
by the news media. He felt 
that all parties need to sit 
and discuss the situation. He 
said that he was prepared to 
look favourably upon a 
regional agreement with 
greater implications than just 
the town of Morinville but 
discussions had to be insti- 
tuted. 

Both Coun. Throndson and 
Coun. Fyfe stated that they 
felt that there had been a 
commitment made which still 
stands. 

Mayor Plain urged a 
meeting between the reeve 
of the MD of Sturgeon, the 
mayor of Morinville, the 
MLA and himself to work out 
the matter and discuss the 
implications. 

A joint meeting was 
scheduled for today.

The Town of St. Albert has constructed a multi-million 
dollar sewage and distribution system. This System was 
designed to serve the long-run needs of residents of St. 
Albert. It has been financed by the residents of St. Albert 
and it is controlled and owned by the ratepayers in the 
community. No other municipality in Alberta has made any 
financial contribution to this system, nor does any other 
municipality have any control over the system. 


MORINVILLE HOOK-UP 


The previous council made commitments in principle to 
allow the MD of Sturgeon and the Town of Morinville to 
hook-up to the system. Approximately one month ago the 
present council met with the Town of Morinville Council and 
discussed certain of the issues surrounding Morinville’s 
desire to tie into the system. After careful deliberation the 
present council decided that approval should be withheld 
until a careful study had been carried out regarding the 
economic and engineering implications involved in 
operating the sewerage system as a regional utility, and 
careful enquiries had been made regarding the effect that 
additional increases in Morinville based traffic would have 
on the existing arterial systems connecting Edmonton and 
St. Albert. A request was made to E.R.P.C. to undertake 
certain of these studies for the municipality as quickly as 
possible, given Morinville’s concerns regarding potential 
holdups in the development of the town 

During the past two weeks an annexation proposal 
formulated by Qualico, the developers of Akinsdale in St 
Albert, was placed before the members of E.R.P.C. by the 
Town of Morinville, St. Albert voted in opposition to this 
annexation proposai in E.R.P.C. due to the fact that the 
sewerage facilities required to service the proposed 
annexation area were based upon a tie-in with the St. Albert 
System. which was not assured until the results of the 

ove-noted studies were accepted by the St. / ‘bert Town 
Council. This opposition invoked the displeasure of the 
Gazette who made this matter the subject of a front page 

ioral comment castigating the St. Albert Council 

On Monday. May 12th Morinville appeared-in front of the 

mmtiee of the whole and asked the committee & 


rm commend to council that approval for the tie-in should be 
given without waiting for the studies. No motion to this 
efiect was proposed by members of the committee. 


\s matters stand at the present time the mayor of 
Morinville, the MLA, the reeve of the MD of Sturgeon and 
the mayor of St. Albert are preparing to hold a meeting May 
i4ih to request that special priority should be given by the 
Department of the Environment towards Carrying out a 
siudy of the feasibility of establishing regional water and 
sewerage treatment and distribution systems. Information 
regarding the basis for establishing a regional utility system 
will also be requested. A special meeting with the mayors of 
Morinville. St. Albert and the Department of the 
Environment has also been set up. 

li ts suggested that while in the short run there has been 
some disagreement between the various municipalities and 
the MLA regarding certain issues that a mutual spirit of 
gvodwill and co-operation has overcome these problems. All 
the members of the recent spirited discussions repeated by 
the various media are vigorously engaged in establishing 
the framework for a regional utility which will serve the 
long-run interests of all residents in the various 
communities directly north of the City of Edmonton. It is felt 
that the initiation of a regional utility system will be an 
important factor in moving all member municipalities closer 
towards formulating a meaningful long rup regional plan 
which will guide and rationalize development in the area.

Council discusses joint use matters with legal expert 


Mr. M. Welsh, a lawyer 
retained by the Department 
of Education to examine joint 
use agreements across the 
province, appeared before 
the committee of the whole 
on Monday night to discuss 
the questions to be consid- 
ered with respect to St. 
Albert’s joint use agreement. 

Mr. Welsh noted that he 
has reviewed over 50 joint 
use agreements currently in 
existance throughout the 
province. He pointed out that 
“‘a lot of times agreements 
have led the parties into 
difficulty by attempting to go 
into great detail.’’ 

Referring to a particular 
joint use agreement which 
exceeds 60 pages, Mr. Welsh 
warned that the minister of 
education may well demand 
that he review and approve 
all joint use agreements. 


Mr. Welsh explained that 
another problem,if there is 
excessive detail,is the diffi- 
culty in getting the parties to 
sign an amendment. He said 
that what often occurs is that 
parties tend to worry about 
amendments as they crop up. 

An agreement which Mr. 
Welsh thought was accep- 
table was described as a 
“*3'A page agreement and all 
it does is set up working 
procedures between the 
signing powers, such as the 
separate school board, the 
public school board and the 
municipality.’’ 

“It does not spell out how 
they perform their func- 
tions,’’ Mr. Welsh said, ‘‘it 
does not spell out when, it 
just says here is the com- 
mittee - this is the job it is 
supposed to do - how they do 
it is up to them.’’

Mr. Welsh recommended 
that council not get into the 
“horrendous problem’’ of a 
difficult agreement which 
attempts to ‘‘spell out every- 
thing you are trying to do."’ 

He advised that St. Albert 
set up the organization, the 
joint use committee, and 
note what they have to do 
and leave it at that. He said 
that by way of schedules, 
guidelines could be included. 
He stated that some agree- 
ments he had seen hamstring 
the committee. 

Mr. Welsh reported that 
after approximately one 
year, a joint use agreement 
appears to be about two 
weeks away from approval by 
the Department of Educa- 
tion. He said that with the 
cabinet changes made since 
the provincial election the 
new officials and admini- 
strators had to be briefed on 
the paths followed to resolve 
joint use matters. He felt that 
no problem would occur 
regarding approval of the 
kind of joint use agreement 
he referred to. 


OWNERSHIP OF LAND 


Mr. Welsh noted that 
three proposals regarding 
the question of ownership of 
land are currently being 
examined by the Department 
of Education. He said that 
the proposal which was being 
favoured (and which would 
involve an amendment to the 
School Act) was that the town 
would lease the land to a 
school board, who would in 
turn lease the land to the 
government to construct the 
schools, and become actively 
involved in the administra- 
tion of the land. 

Mr. Welsh stated that 
under the school act it is not 
specifically spelled out that 
the school boards may lease 
land, and that section 91 may 
be amended to permit school 
boards to sublet land. 

Another proposal was that 
the municipality grant the 
land to the school board, with 
an option to buy it back at a 
fixed cost, plus a certain 
amount of money (inflation 
factor) per year, once the 
land is no longer required for

school purposes. 

The third proposal, -Mr. 
Welsh said, is not receiving 
that much favour from the 
Department of Education, 
which would have the muni- 
cipality own all the land 
surrounding the school site. 
The land on which the school 
is actually constructed, the 
exterior dimensions of the 
school, would be owned by 
the school board. He noted 
that this leaves a tremendous 
problem in that the school 
would be an island. 


QUESTIONS & COMMENTS 


Mr. Welsh asked if any 
discussions had taken place 
between the town and the 
school boards in St. Albert 
regarding the ownership of 
land. Mayor Richard Plain 
noted that in discussions 
with District #3 the second 
alternative mentioned by Mr. 
Welsh had been the one 
which was favoured. This 
alternative had been arrived 
at given the existing regu- 
lations under the School Act. 

Mr. Steve Sieben, chair- 
man of District #3 Board, 
asked if afl agreements 
would have to be approved 
by the Minister of Education. 
Mr. Welsh said that this 
appeared to be where the 
matter was leading, and a 
standardized agreement 
would be the model which 
the department would hope 
the school boards would con- 
sider. Mr. Welsh said he 
thought the minister would 
be asking for the right to 


approve all agreements, and 
would make this a matter of 
course by making grants 
contingent in some way on 
this approval. Mr. Welsh 
stated that he was not speak- 
ing for the minister. 

Mr. Breadner explained 
that the joint use committee 
had been proposed to consist 
of two bodies - a political 
committee and a technical 
advisory committee - and 
asked Mr. Welsh to comment 
on this structure. Mr. Welsh 
said it could be acceptable, 
the critical point was to keep 
the actual agreement simple, 
and the two committee 
system could be effective so 
long as liaison was good.

Nickerson PTA holding

assistance, as well as vita- 
mins, blankets, towels, soap, 
medical and dental care. 

Last week in the regular 
report from the Sir George 
Simpson school anxiety was 
expressed about the fate of 
Phu and a teacher at the 
school Dudley Newell in 
charge of the Foster Child 
program there said that 
nothing had been heard 
about the child since March 
when the situation in South 
East Asia began to notably 
deteriorate. Mr. Newell said 
that as soon as he is 
contacted by Foster Parents 
on any developments he will 
let the Gazette know all 
about it. 

A number of things could 
happen with the money that 
is being sent to Vietnam. It is 
prepaid for one year. It could 
be redirected to another 
child; it could also be re- 
funded. There is also the 
possibility that the new 
government in Saigon could 
intercept the money from 
Canada and refuse to let it go 
in. On the other hand they 
might let the money be used 
as designated till December. 

There is no doubt that the 
donation from the Sir George 
Simpson school to the adop- 
ted child was vital for per- 
sonal and family survival. 

Phu was motherless, his

After 
she died, the creditors did 
not demand payment of the 
debts any longer. 

Salaries in Saigon before 
the city fellwere very low by 
North American standards. 
Phu's father drove a bus with 
a salary of about $45 a 
month. Before that he 
worked at an American office 
but lost that job December 1, 
1973. 

Phu had eight brothers 
and sisters, one of whom was 
a parachutist wiih a salary of 
just over $31 a month. 
Another brother was a 
painter with a salary of $6 a 
month. He lost that job and 
at last report earned 25 cents 
a day taking care of motor- 
bikes in front of a public 
office. Phu’s other two bro- 
thers, one learning to repair 
bicycles receives no salary 
but got six cents a day for 
breakfast, the other earned 
$4.51 a month by selling a 
kind of Chinese sauce. Phu's 
young sisters were attending 
school though one had to 
leave and do housework 
owing to contracting a skin

Environment has been drill- 
ing for water wells over the 
winter so that the village 
could go on a new water 
supply, but the drillings did 
not turn up with any luck. 

From another point of view 
it is also vital that Gibbons 
gets a reasonable treatment 
system for its potable water. 
There's a steady stream of 
people moving into the new 
subdivision at the south end 
of the village. They’ve been 
coming since last fall and if 
the subdivision fills, Gibb- 
ons’ population could more 
than double. 

And the new people will 
want good water. 

Mayor ‘‘Snip’’ Loblick of 
Gibbons said this week that 


the village doesn’t need (to 
start with) the vast outlay of 
$1.3 million on the treatment 
system and that the village 
would settle for $700,000. 

The mayor is optimistic 
that there’ll soon be results 
following recent action by the 
village and the promise from 
the Government to do some- 
thing drastic about the water 
treatment system. He would 
like to see this upgraded or 
replaced with something 
new. 

If the march on the Legis- 
lature had taken place May 
12, Mayor Loblock said that 
he would have been on it. 

But looking on the bright 
side, Gibbons potable water 
problem might soon be over. 


New Gibbons post office 


When the new village of 
Gibbons Post Office comes 
into service some time in 
June (according to a reliable 
source), it will be the third 
time in 22 years that village 
residents have had to switch 
the point where they pickup 
or drop their mail. 

Postmistress Hazel Mac- 
Lean took over the first post 
office in 1953 when it was 
nothing mere than a 7’ x 16’ 
lean-to on'the MacLean 
Brothers Store on Main 
Street. 

The present post office 
facility is at S019 - 50th Street 
and has been there since 
1961. 

When the new post office 
opens sometime in June at 
lots S036, 5040 on 49th Street 
and Sist Avenue, there’ll be 
more public lobby space and 
more mail boxes for village 
residents. 


The new office will be 42 
feet square and for Mrs. 
MacLean it will make one big 
change. She'll have to walk 
to work. 

At the moment work and 
housework are in the same 
building.

Shrapnel from Flanders Fields to Gibbons 


EIGHTY-FIVE YEAR OLD HARVEY MacLEAN of 
Gibbons still keeps a tight hold on these very personal and 
minute relics of the First World War - several pieces of 
shrapnel from over 50 which were extricated from his body 
after seeing action in the trenches in Holland and Belgium.

The Village of Gibbons is 
not the place you would 
expect to find shrapnel from 
Flanders Fields of First 
World War fame. 

But some has found its 
way there from the six 
thousand mile distant battle 
fields of 1914 - 18, termed 
the war to save civilization 

Eighty-five year old pion- 
eer, warrior and fisherman 
from Prince Edward Island 
Harvey MacLean has kept 
several minute pieces of 
German shrapnel in a locket 
as a reminder of the days 
when he was with the 49th 
Canadian infantry, deep in 
the trenches of Holland and 
Belgium. And Mr. MacLean 
has good cause to remember 
that war of 60 years ago, as 
the left side of his body all 
the way down from the hips 
was blasted by 51 pieces of 
shrapnel. He recalls that he 
walked one and a half miles 
for help after being hit, not 
feeling a thing as his body 
was numb. But after he lay 
down with fatigue in the shell 
shocked landscape, he was 
unable to rise again. It was 
four days later when Mr. 
MacLean heard the reassur- 
ing voice of a doctor telling 
him that all was well and that 
he had been unconscious for 
a number of days. 

Now, the battle scarred 


warrior, who gamely gets 


about the house part of 
which ts the Gibbons Post 
Office, run by his wife Hazel 


still has time for a chuckle or 


two and says that he doesr 
really give a hoot about the 
four medals he received 


First World War 
He says that many soldiers

Victoria Cross if their minds 


had siezed the constant 
opportunities there were for 
outstanding bravery. ‘‘I kn 
ew many men who could 


have won a VC,"" grinned 
Mr. MacLean at home in the 
peaceful Village of Gibbons 

Mr. MacLean isn't fright- 
ened to show off his old. 
battle scars, or the relics of 
the shrapnel which had been 
lodged in his own body 

He even recalls the day 
when he removed a piece of 
the shrapnel himself from a 
20 year old running sore in 
his ankle. He was putting on 
one of his stockings and felt 
something sharp pulling at 
the material. He knew it was 
shrapnel and immediately 
took a pair of pliers to it 
twisting it out of the ankle 

But there's more to life 
than just reminiscing about 
shrapnel! and Mr. MacLean 
has plenty of other memories 
to keep him happy as well as 
his hobby of 
bottles in various shapes and

SCIENTISTS RECEIVE 
BANK AWARD 


Dr. R. Keith Downey of 
the Agriculture Canada Re- 
search Station in Saskatoon, 
Sask., and Dr. Baldur R. 
Stephansson, a University of 
Manitoba professor, have 
been given the Royal Bank 
Award for 1975. They were 
honoured for their-work in 
developing improved strains 
of rapeseed. The Royal Bank 
Award recognizes Canadians 
who have made ‘‘outstand- 
ing contributions to human 
welfare and the common 
good.”’ 


COUNT THE WEEDS 


An Agriculture Canada 
scientist has found a simple 
way to help a farmer decide 
whether or not to spray for 
weeds in his field crops. 
Sometimes the increased 
profit from larger yields 
might not cover the cost of 
spraying against weeds. 

The farmer counts the 
number of weeds in several 
yards of his field and figures 
out the average number of 
weed plants a square yard. 
Using mathematical tables 
worked out at the Lacombe, 
Alberta, Research Station, 
he can determine by how 
much the weeds will reduce 
his yield. 

For example, if there are 
20 wild oat plants to every 
150 wheat plants in a field, 
the wheat yield will be
